An iniquitous Committee Allows Nearly 
$100,000 for Killing Garfield— 
Other News. 


Associated Press Dispatches.) 

Tucson, April .20.—The military 
wires are so crowded that it is impos- 
sible to get details of the Indian 
troubles at San Carlos. The military 
have moved with promptness and are 
endeavoring to secure every possible 

through which the band may 
attempt to go through to get into 
Mexico. Governor Tritle has used 
prompt measures to notify settlers of 
the trouble. He has also telegraphed 
to Governor Sheldon, of New Mexico. 
The — dispatches have just 
been received by him: 

DOINGS OF THE RED DEVILS. 


Grose, A. T., April 19.—Commis- 
sioned officers A. Bailey and D. B. 
Lacy, Captains, have 130 stand of arms 
and can muster 250 armed men. Loco, 
Victoria’s war chief, with a band of 
45 bucks, besides squaws and children, 
left San Carlos this morning on the 
war path, going east. Before leaving, 
he killed Sterling, Chief of Police, and 
a private. They took in a freight 
wagon between San Carlos and the 
sub-agency, killed the stock and, it is 
reported, killed the driver. The 
troops and fifty scouts, under Schofield 
and Dan Wing, ure in close pursuit. 
It is reported that Stevens’ herder has 
beén killed. If so, it is probable that 
one of Juh’s bands is operating in that 
neighborhood. The Indians at San 
Carlos are quiet. 


WHY THEY WENT ON THE WARPATH. 


The immediate cause of the trouble 
is believed to be the killing of the four 
Indian prisoners who attempted to 
escape a few days ago from the agency 
prison, who were implicated in the 
Cibicu emeute. The fact that Loco's 
band refused to plant any crops this 
season has caused them to be looked 
on with suspicion, and for the last few 
days it was believed that they were in 
close communication with Juh's rene- 
= in Sonora. Loco's tribe and the 

hiricahuas are related and always 
operate together. The route these new 
hostiles will take will probably be 
through the Burro mountains, in New 
Mexico, and if all the families do not 
accompany them they will hereafter 
stray away in smali parties and join 
them. 

RENEGADE CHIRICAHUAS. 


About one hundred and ten bucks 
are on the warpath, sixty of whom are 
supposed to be returned renegade 
Chiricahuas. The report has just been 
received by a runner, via Saflord, that 

le Creek has — ruided by Juh 
and other renegade Chiricahuas. If 
this is the case the following were 
probably killed: Tom Newland, wife 
and two employes, McMurren and son, 
and Stevens’ sheep herders. Loco's 
band numbers about three hundred, 
fifty of whom are bucks. 


WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Auditing the Expenses of Garfield’s Death. 

WASHINGTON, aes 20.—The House 
Committee to audit the expenses of 
President Gartfield’s illness made a re- 
port which was referred to the Com- 
mittee of the Whole. It allows Mrs. 
Garfield fifty thousand dollars, less 
any amount the President had received 
for his salary; Bliss, $35,000; Agnew, 
$15,000; Hamilton, $15,000; Reyburn, 
$10,000; Mrs. Edson, $10,000; Crump, 
$3,000; Undertaker Spear, $1,835; C. 
N. Jones, of Elberon, $1,092, and 
other amounts from 50 cents to $100. 
It retires Barnes, with the rank of 
Major General, and authorizes the 
promotion of Woodward to the rank 
and pay of Lieutenant Colonel. Black- 
burn and Springer, in their minority 
report, do not object to payment for 
services, but oppose the exorbitant fig- 
ures. They say the amount paid 
should come from the unpaid salary 
of Garfield. They also oppose the re- 
tirements and promotions recom- 
mended by the majority. 


MORE POWER TO HIS ELBOW. 


It is more than probable that the 
President will send a message to Con- 
gress recommending that the law reg- 
ulating the use of the posse comitatus 
be amended so as to allow the Presi- 
dent complete authority to suppress 
lawlessness in any State or Territory 
where the local authorities are power 
less. The question of the power of 
the President to employ the posse 
comitatus to suppress the cowboys in 
Arizona is now under consideration by 
the Attorney General, and the message 
in question will be mainly based upon 
his conclusious in the premises. 

PRAYING WITH THE MURDERER.

THE ' CHINESE BILL IN THE SENATE. 


The House Chinese bill was reported 
back to the Senate yesterday after- 
noon by Miller, with the amendments 
proposed by the Foreign Relations 
Committee. It was ordered printed 
and placed on the calendar. Miller, 
in reporting, gave notice very signifi- 
cantly that the amendments were not 
unanimous; on the contrary, each 
member of the committee reserved the 
right either to oppose or support any 
of the reported amendments. This re- 
mark was intended to foreshadow the 
intention of Miller and all the Demo- 
cratic members of the committee to 
resist the adoption of the amendments, 
which provide for the strikimg out of 
the 14th and [5th sections, known as 
the Farley and Grover provisions of 
the vetoed bill, and, as stated in these 
dispatches yesterday, There is no doubt 
but both sections will finally be re- 
turned in the bill. Miller also gave 
notice to-day that he will endea vor to 
call up the bill for action at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. It is not considered 


probable that the Senate will consent pr 
6 


to lay aside the unfinished business 
namely, the Mississippi river bill—in 


day; but Miller’s notice will mean- 


the same Senate, to be enforced as 
soon as the pending measures shall 
have been disposed of. 

CANNON’S SEAT VACATED. 


In the House a vote was taken on 
the resolution of the minority or the 
Election Committee, deelaring Cannon 
elected to the seat. The report was 
rejected by 79 to 123. This was a 
y vote, with the exception of Belz- 
oover, Colquitt, Cobb. Cassidy, Hol- 
man, Mosgrave, Murch, Rice (Mo.), 
Watson and Turner (Ky.), who voted 
in the negative with the Republicans, 
and Campbell (Pa.) in the affirmative 
with the Democrats. The majority 
resolutions, declaring that neither Can- 
non nor Campbell were entitled to the 
seat, were adopted without division. 


DIDN'T WANT ANY TELEGRAPH. 


The House Committee on Pacific 
Railroads to-day directed an adverse 
report on Representative Bingham's 
bill proposing an appropriation of 
$50,000 to enable the Secretary of 
War to purchase the Pacific telegraph 
line and its branches. 


SERIOUS CHARGE. 


A petition will be referred to the 
House Committce on Indian Affairs 
charging that funds intended for the 
education of the Indians are being 
used to advance sectarian interests. 


THE JEANNETTE SEARCH, 


Secretary Hunt has received a dis- 
patch from Hoffman, Charge d’Affairs 
at St. Petersburg, under date of March 
31, inclosing a letter from Chief Engi- 
neer Melville, dated January 21, and 
written at a point on his way to the 
mouth of the Lena, 353 miles beyond 
Yakutsk. Hoffman states that the 
Governor appears to have shown much 
good-will in sending the orders of 
January 15 to Melville, as a steamer 
has been already ordered and paid for. 
The speed with which the last advices 
went through is quite remarkable. 
Lieutenant Danenhower telegraphs un- 
der date of March 28, from — 
jarok, about 4,600 versts froni St. Pe- 
tersburg, that he may be expected 
here about April 20. Chief Engineer 
Melville, in the letter referred to, says 
that he has every reason to hope to 
find’ De Long and his people. 

FIXING FITZ-JOHN. 


Counsel for Fitz-John Porter say 
that they never took the position that 
the President had power to annul or 
set aside the finding of the court-mar- 
tial and the approval of the sentence 
dismissing him from the army. They 
concur in this respect with the opinion 
of the Attorney-General, but their 
views were that the President, under 
the pardoning power, can remit the 
sentence, which, by excluding him 
from all offices under the Government, 
is now being daily executed, and Con- 
gress can by a law restore him to the 
army. They have hoped that the 
President would recommend Congress 
to pass a law which would carry out 
the recommendation of the Board of 
Inquiry, composed of Generals Scho- 
tield, Terry and Getty. 


PROSPECTS OF THE CHINESE BILL. 


Hoar will vote against this bill, 
though he will not oppose it as stren- 
uously as he did the former bill. He 
has several amendments which he will 
offer. The question as to when the 
bill shall be considered will come up 
when the report is made by the For- 
eign Relations Committee, and will 
then be settled. Miller will urge im- 
mediate considergtion, but if he can 
not get that he will endeavor to have 
some day during next weck fixed to 
consider it. He thinks there will be 
no difficulty in disposing of it in one 
day. He also thinks the bill as it 
agsed the House will be concurred 
in, as he and other friends of the bill 
will oppose any and all amendments, 
and thus avoid the necessity of it go- 
ing back to the House, if it can be 
prevented. 


BRACING UP. 


The Republicans are well pleased 
with their work in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and are in better spirits 
than fora long time. They say that 
even should they lose the Congressional 
elections this fall on the Pacific Coast, 
through anger at the veto, the success- 
ful working of the present bill, if it is 
signed, will put the party in shape for 
884. 


ANALYSIS OF THE AYES AND NOES. 

The vote on the modified Chiuese 
hill in the House shows that of the 201 
members voting in the affirmative 94 
were Republicans and 107 Democrats. 
and of the 37 opponents of the measure 
34 were Republicans and 3 Democrats. 

BILL FOR FELTON'S RELIEF. 


Senator Jones, from the Finance 
Committee, to-day reported favorably 
a bill for the relief of C. N. Felton, 
Assistant Treasurer at San Francisco.

D. R. Locke, better known as 
“Nasby,” in one of his letters from 
abroad to the Toledo Blade, descrip- 
tive of Strasburg and the great cathe- 
dralin which stands the wonderful 
astronomical cloek that people make 
long pilgrimages to see, thus tells 
about a strange exhibit that greets the 
curious visitor to the cathedral:

And there they are to this day, as 
beautiful a commentary on human 
hopes and human ambitions as one 
would wish to see. 
The Duke of Nassau was a mighty 
man in his day, and he hoped to be 
remembered of men for all time. What 
is he now? The flesh has melted from 
his bones, the very bones are crumb- 
ling into dust, the garments in which 
he was clad are disappéaring, and all 
there is of him is a grinning, ghastly’ 
skeleton, and the daughter is the same 
in the same way, the flesh has disap- 
peared from her bones, the little fin- 
ger, once so plump and taper, is now a 
ne which time has eaten away to 
almost nothing; the ring of gold 
which she wore in life is still there, 
but it hangs on a time wasted bone, 
the flesh having melted from under it. 
It is a ghastly commentary. The 
Duke undertook a fight with Time 
with a certainty of Time’s winning.

FREE POSTAL DELIVERY AGAIN 


Postmaster Dunkelberger has kindly 
placed at our disposal much matter in- 
teresting for consideration in connec- 
tion with our desire to have inaugu- 
rated the Free Delivery system in this 
city. And it is gratifying to know 
he will do all in his power to secure to 
the people this boon so much desired. 
He will immediately correspond with 


our representative in Washington with |- 


the view of presenting our desires and 
claims to the Postal Department. 

We are informed that the gross re- 
ceipts of the Los Angeles postoffice, 
estimated on the basis of the receipts 
for the first quarter of the 
present year, this year will 
amount to the large sum of $30,019.20. 
The expenses are now at the rate of 
$7,220, leaving the net proceeds to the 
Government, $22,779.20. Now it does 
not appear that the amount of receipts 
at an office cuts much of a figure in 
determining its right tothe Free De- 
livery privilege, for we notice that 
offices are permitted it where the an- 
nual gross receipts are as low in 
the scale as $10,000. And in 
a list of eighty-eight offices we 
have before us, we find twenty-one of- 
fices where receipts are less than those 
of Los Angeles, and nine where the re- 
ceipts are $20,000 or less. We see 
then no obstacle on the score of re- 
ceipts to our having this valuable ac- 
quisition to our postal facilities, and 
have no doubt that a proper urging of 
our claim upon the Department will 
secure it. 

Colonel Dunkelberger’s plan would 
be to give us four carriers; two pedes- 
trians for the heart of the city and two 
mounted, one each for the East Los 
Angeles and Boyle Heights country 
and the country south of say Sixth 
street. This much, with boxes at con- 
venient distances for the reception of 
letters, would be of great benefit, and 
what we should join in demanding. 

We note that Oakland, California, 
has the free delivery system, costing 
$2,272 per annum, and its receipts 
were $30,487. Bangor, Maine, receipts 
$22,111, has free delivery ut a cost of 
$3,127. Hoboken, N. J., receipts $10,- 
040, cost of delivery $2,959. While 
we make a showing so much superior 
to many, the Department cannot have 
any good reasons for refusing to grant 
our request when we apply. We sug- 
gest the application be made at once.

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OUR BEEF SUPPLY. 

In one decade, from being a large 
beef exporting country, Los Angeles 
has become an importer, and has to 
cast about to all our contiguous terri- 
tory for the wherewith to meet the de- 
mands of our rapidly increasing popu- 
lation. We deem it well to call general 
attention to this dearth of beef cattle, 
hoping we may attract the attention of 
stock men and induce them to prepare 
to meet the immense demand of the 
near future. Already have our butchers 
exhausted our own supply of cattle, 
and about all that is worth eating that 
can be obtained readily from Arizona, 
as well as the near northern counties. 
And they are about nonplused at the 
outlook. For the future we must 
draw our supplies from Texas and 
Nevada or enter into competition with 
San Francisco in her immediate sur- 
roundings and the northern counties 
of the State. And accepting either 
alternative, we have before us the cold 
fact that choice beef in the future will 
be an expensive luxury. Already 
butchers demand twenty-five cents per 
pound for choice cuts of steak at retail, 
and twenty cents for ordinary. And 
this with the present rates for beef 
on foot, where purchased, and the 
high freights on cattle, leave the 
butchers none too much profit. Those 
rates are far in advance of a year or 
two ago, when we could boast of hav- 
ing the best beef in the land at figures 
below most other markets. 

In view of the broad acres we have 
that may be turned into fields of alfalfa 
and feed thousands of cattle, this 


state of oppression should not be 


allowed to continue long. A twelve 
month can give us the feed, and stock 
the fields by importation, if capital 
can be turned into this sure channel of 
profit. Who will profit by taking 
stock in this, one of the best of our 
money bonanzas. 


TELEGRAPH EXTENSION. 


A telegraph construction party went 


to Wilmington yesterday to extend the 


wires from Wilmington to the end of 
the track at San Pedro. This argues 
that the road will probably be put to 
work soon, and ship and rail will come 
together more or less. The work done 
at the terminus has been of an exten- 
sive character, and having been en- 
larged upon since the original plans 
were drawn, much additional labor 
has been required to cover it. Doubt- 
less the road will be opened as soon as 
can be done, and the intervention of 
the Chamber of Commerce, as sug- 
gested by the Erpress, will not be re- 
quired.

Tucson, Arizona, April 20.—The 
following special was received by the 
Star, from Camp Thomas:

THE CANNERY. 


Preparatious for the Coming Season 
—Planting Vegetables. 


The Southern California Packing 
Company is now actively preparing for 
the season’s work. They have con- 
tracted with a number of parties for 
vegetables, and to insure the quality to 
be the best they furnish the seed them- 
selves, having procured the choicest 


varieties of the several kinds from 
eastern gardeners. About seventy-five 
acres of the best sweet corn 
has been contracted for and 
planted by one man; with others 
they have contracted about twenty acres 
of tomatoes; with still others they have 
contracted several acres of peas, beans, 
cucumbers, etc. The outlook is one of 
the most favorable for years for an 
abundant fruit crop, and this with the 
vegetables will furnish an immense 
business for the cannery this season. 
Mr. Judson, the President of the com- 
pany, informed a Tres reporter that 
they have been engaged in manu- 
facturing cans for some time, turning 
them out at the rate of a thou- 
sand a day, and the force will be 
increased in a few days to double the 
capacity of their shops. They have im- 
proved machinery, and the services of 
an experienced can maker have been 
procured to supervise the work. The 
entire product of last year has been sold 
and everything put in ship-shape for 
handling all the fruit of Southern Cali- 
fornia that can be procured.

Pian to Provide @ Magnificent Park and 
Garden 


for the Benefit of Fu- 
ture Generations. 


The Trmes suggested a few weeks ago 
the feasibility of utilizing the 640 acres 


of city property in the Stone Quarry 


Hills“ north of the city as a public 
park; and in order to make the same 
symmetrical and one continuous tract, 
that 250 acres of former city property 
which is still unimproved, with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Garibaldi’s few acres, be 
re-purchased by the city, thus forming a 
compact, unbroken park of almost 900 
acres. What wonld otherwise, to a 
great extent, always remain unim- 
proved, barren hills, owing to the 
inability of private capital to incur the 
necessary expense of irrigation, the city 


could not only render productive, but, 


by a system of water works and pumps, 


also a source of revenue, by the culti-~ 
vation of extensive groves of eucalyptu® 
and other trees, the sale of residence 
lots on handsomely laid out svenues 
and boulevards which could be made to 
encircle the park and run through por- 
tions of it. With the opening of Buena 
Vista street to the river, an avenue 
would thus run parallel with the park 
for a long distance, rendering the park 
easily accessible from East Los Angeles 
as well as from this side. 

Another argument in favor of the pro- 
ject is the feasibility of utilizing a large 
portion of the tract as a zoological gar- 
den, thus forming a combined park and 
zoological gardens similar to Regent park 
in London and many others in Euro- 
pean and American cities. A small tee 
could be charged for admittance to the 
gardens, which would in time suffice to 
defray the expense of securing animals, 
reptiles, fish, etc., and feeding them. 
The present is an opportune time for 
the establishment of such a combina- 
tion. The land to be purchased is unim- 
proved, is cheap, can never be made 
productive by private capital to any 
advantage; no streets have been opened 
in the vicinity, hence the avenues lead- 
ing to the park from all directions could 
be made cheaply and specially adapted 
for the convenience of people visiting 
the park and gardens, but if delayed 
much longer the surrounding vicinity 
will be laid out in streets without refer- 
ence to any such project, and land will 
become too valnable to be available for 
such an extensive undertaking. The 
subject is at least worthy of serious con- 
sideration, and if others can advance 
still better methods of providing breath- 
ing places for the future vast population 
which will center in Los Angeles, the 
Tres will publish such communications 
with pleasure. 


A San Diego Esthete. 

On Monday our city was favored with 
a call from Wallace Leach, Esq., of San 
Diego, the last Democratic nominee for 
Congressman in the Fourth District.
